WASHINGTON, May 22 — 
President Eisenhower, showing 
more aggressiveness than in re- 
cent press conferences, told re- 
porters today that if the House 
Appropriations Committee’s cut 
of $2,500,000,000 in the defense 
budget is allowed to stand the 
country will suffer. 

He said that a preliminary 
White House study disclosed 
that about $1,300,000,000 of the 
cut was a “bookkeeping” opera- 
tion since it related to reduced 
balances of money already ap- 
propriated and reduced reserves 
of materials. He said the armed 
forces could “live” with this re- 
duction. 

He became more serious while 
he was discussing the remaining 
000,000 of the reduction. 
He said this would cut directly 
into the country’s aircraft pro-

curement and guided missiles 
programs. He hoped the Senate 
would restore every cent of this 
cut. 

By his calculation the reduc- 
tion directly affecting the de- 
fense forces was divided into 
$600,000,000 less for the Air 
Force, $200,000,000 less for the 
Army and between $300,000,000 
and $400,000,000 for the Navy. 

Mr. Eisenhower was either 
confused or uninformed when 
asked for comment on the fore- 
cast of congressional tax ex- 
perts that the actual spending in 
fiscal year 1958, beginning July 
1, would be a billion dollars 
more than his own forecast of 
71.8 billion dollars.

developed countries.

WASHINGTON, May 22 (INS)

‘The tornado that roared into 
the heart of Desloge late yes- 
terday afternoon with the 
sound of “40 freight trains” 
killed seven persons and flat- 
tened between 75 and 100 resi- 
dences and numerous business 
structures, causing damage esti- 
mated at more than $1,500,000, 
the Highway Patrol said today. 

Civil defense and police offi- 
cials agreed that a larger loss 
of life was averted because resi- 
dents of the area had been 
alerted to the possibility that a 
tornado might strike in the 
Desloge-Cantwell area and took 
refuge in basements when they 
saw the funnel-shaped cloud 
whirling in from the southwest. 
The St. Louis Weather Bureau 
Bureau issued on alert at 3:20 
p.m. 

A short time before the tor- 
nado struck, hail as large as 
golf balls fell, residents said, 
and then came a period of eerie 
quiet and stillness before the 
huge black cloud appeared in 
the distance. 

Saw Funnel Ferm. 


G. V. Allers, agent for an oil 
company, said: “I saw it form- 
ing about 4 p.m. (5 p.m. day- 
light saving time). I was at 
Flat River about a mile away. 
You could see very black clouds 
forming into a funnel, and I 
knew this was something ter- 
rible. 


“The clouds, were a sort of 
light gray and very unusual 
looking. As I reached Desloge, 
I saw the funnel picking up 
speed until it came roaring at 
the town with a sound that is 
almost beyond description. 

“It was picking up doors, 
lumber, trees and whirling 
them about as though they were 
twigs. The force of this thing 
was unbelievable, and when it 
got near I went to the base- 
ment, The house was not in 
the direct path, but the tre- 
mendous power made it seem 
the building was going to be 
lifted right off its foundations.” 


Morris Edgar of Bonne Terre 
was driving north on U.S. High- 
way 67 when he heard the roar, 
and looking over his shoulder 
saw the tornado coming up be- 
hind him. He said he jammed 
the accelerator down and sped 
ahead until he was able to 
swerve down a side road and 
out of the path of the tornado 
just as it ripped past. 

Mrs. Naomi Steinmetz of Des- 
loge said, “I heard this awfully 
loud rumbling noise, and I just 
knew it was a tornado.” She 
added she and her husband 
ran with their four children, 8 
years old, 6, 5, and 11 months, 
to her mother’s home a block 


away.

“The basement was crowded 
with neighbors who had also 
seen the tornado coming. [fit 
was a terrible experience. We 
were sure the end had come, 
and we all prayed. My three 
older children were crying and 
terrified at the awful sound, I 
huddled in a corner with the 
children and leaned over them 
in the worst part of the storm 
when we thought the house was 
going to be blown away or 
blown in on us.

May 22—The United Nations 
Security Council today awaited 
Cairo reaction to the request 
of most members of the 11-na- 
tion agency that Egypt clarify 
its proposals for administration 
of the Suez canal in accordance 
with six U.N. requirements. 

France, which demanded the 
council seek the clarification, 
did not offer a resolution. 
Therefore, no formal action was 
taken yester at the end · of 
the two-day debate. 

Henry Cabot Lodge, United 
States delegate speaking as 
council president for May, de- 
clared it was “plain that a clear 
majority of the members of the 
council are acutely aware of the 
responsibility of the U.N. in 
this matter.” 

He said it was “natural” that 
members would want to know 
when Cairo intended to accept 
verdicts of the International 
Court of Justice as final in the 
event of disputes. They also 
were concerned with Egyptian 
compliance with the U.N. direc- 
tive to divorce canal operations 
from the internal politics of any 
nation, directed at pr 
the right of free passage. 

Questions Raised. 


“Questions have been raised 
about the nature of the obliga- 
tions which the Egyptian gov- 
ernment recognizes under the 
declaration, the manner in 
which they were put forward 
and whether the Egyptian gov- 
ernment considers that it can 
amend or withdraw them tem- 
porarily,” Lodge continued.

URGES LARGER ROLE 
FOR BLISS HOSPITAL 


A larger role for the city- 
operated Malcolm Bliss Psychia- 
trie Hospital as a city-county 
community mental health cen- 
ter, with functions clearly sepa- 
rated from those of the St. 
Louis State Hospital, was pro- 
posed yesterday by Dr. George 
A. Ulett, medical director of 


Malcolm Bliss. 

Dr. Ulett participated in a 
final session of a two-day dis- 
cussion of community psychia- 
tric problems at the hospital, 
sponsored by the Institute of 
Medical Education and Re- 
search. He said a proposal that 
the state take over Malcolm 
Bliss was not “realistic.” 

It should be recognized that 
prolonged care and continuous 


Ulett said, but there are a num- 
ber of vital and well-defined 
areas in which the city institu- 
tion can perform services which 
do not overlap with those of the 
state mental hospital at 5400 
Arsenal street. 

“A Malcolm Bliss Community 
Mental Health Center,“ he 
said, “would be concerned with 
co-ordination of all mental 
health activities in the com- 
munity for indigent psychiatric 
patients. Although Bliss would 
then become primarily a serv- 
ice center, its educative and 
research activities would be 
important and of value to the 
community.” 

Area of Responsibility. 

He defined three major 
areas of clinical responsibility 
for the center: (1) A community 
consultation division, with out- 
patient clinic and social mal- 
adjustment study unit; (2) a 
hospital consultation division to 
asSist other city hospitals, and 
(3) an in-patient division for 
short-term treatment of acute 
mental cases, and for such 
specific disorders as alcoholism, 
where no lengthy hospital stay 
is contemplated. 

Dr. Ulett said economical and 
efficient planning would require 
that the mental health center 
serve the entire metropolitan 
area and receive financial sup- 
port from St. Louis county as 
well as from the city. 

Part of the medical center 
plan involves the interchange 
of staff and training personnel 
among Malcolm Bliss, the St. 
Louis State Hospital and Vet- 
erans Administration psyhiat- 
ric services here, with participa- 
tion by Washington University 
and St. Louis University medi- 
cal schools. 

The desirability of such an 
exchange of personnel was em- 
phasized by Dr. Louis H. Koh- 
ler, director of St. Louis State 
Hospital, who complained to the 
session that under present cir- 
cumstances his hospital was re- 
ceiving mostly the chronic type 
of mental case, a fact which 
made it difficult to attract resi- 
dent physicians and other staff 
workers. 

‘Dumping Ground.“ 

Dr. Kohler said “St. Louis 
State Hospital for 30 years has 
been the dumping ground for 
the city of St. Louis,” receiving 
grossly disturbed patients with 
poor prospects for recovery. He 
said private hospitals tended to 
keep mental patients until they 
ran out of money. 

Another speaker on the city 
versus state responsibility 
theme was Dr. Milton E. Kirk- 
patrick, executive director of 
the Greater Kansas City Mental 
Health Foundation. He directs 
«the 80-bed Psychiatric Receiv- 
ing Center built by Kansas 
City three years ago. 

With some bitterness, Dr. 
Kirkpatrick said the Missouri 
Legislature was now consider- 
ing a bill under which the state 
would purchase his hospital, 
which costs $400,000 a year to 
run, from Kansas City for $1 
“and love and kisses.” 

He suggested that the Kan- 
sas City administration was 
seeking to “give away our hos- 
pital” because of the expense. 
Such an action, he said, would 
eliminate a vital service for 
indigent persons who had little 
voice in government and could 
not speak for themselves.

Macmillan revealed the gov- 
ernment’s intention in answer 
to a question. Far from being 
simply a means of quieting po- 
litical attacks on hydrogen 
bomb tests, the Prime Mini- 
ster’s reply reflected what an 
authoritative source called the 
cabinet’s “serious intentions.” 

The form the proposal to 
the United States would take 
is now under discussion in the 
various government depart- 
ments involved, it was learned. 
It has not yet been decided 
whether the approach will be 
made through normal diplomat- 
ic channels or by a personal 
letter from the Prime Minister 
to President Eisenhower. 

Anxious to Cut Tests. 

Macmillan told the Commons 
he was anxious to reduce the 
number of Britain’s hydrogen 
bomb tests to the “absolute 
minimum.” But he emphasized 
that the government intends to 
complete the present series. 

The vovernment is certain 
that Britain must have the hy- 
drogen bomb to deter the So- 
viet Union from war in Europe 
now and at some future -date 
when United States bombers 
and troops may have been with- 
drawn. 

There is another reason, one 
put frankly by Oliver Poole, 
chairman of the Conservative 
party organization.

President Eisenhower stated the case =o 
mutual security program as strongly as it could 
be stated in his special message and TV address 
Tuesday. But if Congress and the public pay no 
mere attention to it than they evidently paid to 
his over-all defense of the Administration budget 
a week ago, the foreign assistance funds finally 
voted will be about the same as if the President 
had not spoken. 

There are many reasons for this situation, but 
one of them undoubtedly is a widespread pub- 
lic feeling that the danger of Communist mili- 
tary eggression actually has declined. 

Only a year ago, Congress was pressing upon 
the Administration Air Foree funds the Admin- 
istration did not want. Today the House Ap 
propristions Committee cuts two and a half 
billion dollars out of the defense budget. Even 
after allowing for those purely bookkeeping 
transactions which make the “economy” look 
bigger than it is, this is a sizeable reduction 
which the Committee justifies on the ground 
that the military threat to the free world “ap- 
pears in certain respects te have somewhat 
abated.” 

The qualifying words hedge the Committee's 
forecast in ease it should turn out to be wrong, 
but unfortunately national gecurity cannot be 
similarly hedged. You either have security or 
you de not. And as the President says, it would 
be “supreme folly” to reduce our own military 
and economic preparedness or that of our allies 
until we were assured, by actual progress to- 
ward safeguarded disarmament, that the securi- 
ty given up in the form of arms was compensat- 
ed for by new security gained in the form of a 
general reduction in military danger. 

Broadly, the public may well be right in its 
huneh that Communist aggression is less likely 
now than it has been. But responsible policy 
eannot be founded on hunches. A premature 
contraction of the free world’s collective securi- 
ty program could revive the very dangers which 
everybody hopes now are receding. 


The safe and prudent course is to continue . 


that program full scale until our hunches, 
vague hopes and wishes are fulfilled by way of 
tangible disarmament agreements. That means 


continuing both military and economic aid, 


though it may mean shifting emphasis between 
them. ‘ ‘ 

The President is entitled, therefore, to the 
support of those Congressmen who are still 
able, in the excitement of the economy drive, 
to think coolly and responsibly about this coun- 
try’s role as the leader of the free world. 

Mr. Eisenhower has created some of his own 
difficulties by falling to wage continuous po- 
litieal battle for mutual security—the kind of 
day-in-day-out battle for which a single speech 
or message is no substitute. He has tried to sat- 
isfy both wings of both parties, the friends of 
foreign aid on the one side and its enemies on 
the other—a course that even led him to appoint 
a known skeptic to head the program. On 
the budget generally, he has blown hot and 
then cold, stood for economy one year and for 
big expenditures another. 

Yet on the basic principle of foreign aid he 
is right. He should be upheld by both Republi- 
eans and Democrats who believe that this coun- 
try must live up to the responsibilities which 
world leadership has thrust upon it.

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Back to the Barracks 

Now that the nation of Colombia has over- 
thrown a dictator, it is possible to assess the 
Colombian situation in terms of military versus 
civilian control of government. 

Gen. Gustave Rojas Pinilla, now in exile in 
Spain, brought a relatively new factor to Co- 
lombian life. For 50 years preceding his rule, 
the government had been in civilian hands, 
whether Liberal or Conservative. Even after 
1948, when Conservative Presidents became in- 
creasingly dictatorial, they did not elevate the 
military to full power over the people. This was 
true of Lau 
had fascist leanings. 

Rojas Pinilla overthrew Gomez with the help 
of the army. While at first the people consid- 
ered this a stroke of liberation, it turned out 
to be the opposite. Rojas Pinilla built his power 
on the military, enlarging the forces and raising 
pay from private to general. Thus the army 
was given a financial stake in power. 

But as this happened, disillusioned Colombians 
began to forget political antagonisms and social 
castes, The proof of this is that the passive 
resistance strike which finally upset the Rojas 
Pinilla dictatorship was led first by students, 
then by bankers and business men, with the 
church encouraging resistance: and workers fol- 
lowing them. The nation's normal business was 
paralyzed. And when the army discovered it 
could rule but could not conduct the nation’s 
business, the army exiled the man who had 
brought it to power. 

A military junta still rules Colombia. It has 
promised constitutional elections next year, and 
troops have disappeared from the streets of 
Bogota. Will the military now voluntarily re- 
linquish its stake in government? This is not 
often the pattern of Latin American politics, 
but the military in Colombia faces determined, 
and united, political opposition, , 

Thus it is that Liberals and Conservatives 
have joined for the first time in history to sup- 
port one presidential candidate, a Conservative, 
Dr. Guillermo Leon Valencia. He is, in effect, 
the civilian candidate for president. And the 
“architect” of the passive revolution, Dr. Alber- 
to Lieras Camargo, former Liberal president, 
is optimistic.

There is one justification—and only one—for 
the restriction against the use of federal funds 
for the arch at this time.

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As to Soaking the Utilities 

Some of the anguished outcries of utility eor- 
poration executives over the proposal to in- 
crease the gross receipts tax on utilities are a 
little overdone, The tax is not precisely, as was 
rather excitedly claimed, a sales tax. As a mat- 
ter of fact if it were borne entirely by the con- 
suming publie the utility exeeytives would prob-

than they are actually showing) 

The truth is that the tax would be a charge 
againat profits until the utilities could get their 
rates inereased, In all probability they would 
achieve that objective in time, so that ultimately 
the consumers would be paying the 10 per cent 
tax just as they now pay the 5 per cent tax. But 


in the meantime the companies would be put to 


great inconvenience and some loss, and that ig 
what they are objecting to. 

From the city’s point of view the real objec- 
tion ig that a resort to the ancient political de- 
vice of soaking the utilities ig only a way of 
evading the budget problem. That problem is 
the urgent one of finding some five million dol- 
lars in immediate revenue. . 

Owing to the peculiar legal status of the gross 
receipts tax, doubling it would not provide im- 
mediate revenue. What it would do, instead, 
is to provoke a legal contest Over the terms of 
the contractual relationship which, the compa- 
nies claim, limits, the tax rate to its present 
level. No matter how that contest might come 
out in the end, it would take time. So it is not 
surprising that City Counselor James V. Frank 
told the aldermen that in trying to squeeze 
their tax needs out of the utilities they are 
“flirting with financial disaster.” 

We're afraid the aldermen will just have to 
face it. Strong as the temptation is to soak 
the utilities, with the ultimate result of soaking 
uility consumers in a disguised way, this course 
is blocked by the realities of the situation.

UP RACAL PROBLEM 


Committee Calls for Action 
Despite Challenge From 
South, 


OMAHA, May 22 (AP)—The 
General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the U.S.A. 
had before it today a firm re- 
jection of a southern white 
Presbytery’s challenge to anti- 
segregation pronouncements. 
The matter was on the dock- 
et for decision by the assembly 
in its last session of a week-long 
meeting. The rejection was in 
a terse report of the standing 
committee on social education 
and action. 

The Presbytery of Birming- 
ham, Ala., demanded in a reso- 
lution that the committee on 
social education and action “re- 
frain from making recommen- 
dations in the area of racial 
and cultural relations in 1087.“ 
The committee report replied 
“that the racial problems of 
our time are of such scope and 
urgency as to require our at- 
tention and action.” 

In a separate recommenda- 
tion the committee asked the 
assembly to launch “a compre- 
hensive, effective, unified pro- 
gram for the whole church to 
achieve a non-segregated church 
and a non-segregated society.” 
The Birmingham Presbytery 
objected to publication of last 
year’s General Assembly pro- 
nouncements containing strong 
statements condemning segre- 
gation. 

This year's committee de- 
lared:

“We urge the widest possible 
distribution of the pronounce- 
ments, Only as they are known 
can they become effective 
guides to Christian action.” 
The Birmingham resolution 
asked the assembly “to make a 
serious effort to understand 
the problem as it specifically 
exists in the South by personal 
visit and discussion with white 
and Negro leaders in the 
church here.”

EAR DR. STEINCROHN: Is it old-fashioned to be- 
D lieve that dad teeth can often cause severe medical 

symptoms? Sincerely, Mrs. J.D. 

ANSWER: Your question came on the same day I 
was discussing this matter 
of focal infection with two 
old friends; one a dentist, 
the other a neurologist. I 
can sum up our feelings in 
the matter this way: the 
pendulum often swings too 
wide in medicine. 

Here is what I mean. 
About 20 or 30 years ago 
all doctors were “focal in- 
fection” conscious. In 
other words, when a pa- 
: Bi tient came to us with arth- 

: ritis, neuritis or muscle 
DR. PETER STEINCROHN pains we always. looked 
for what we termed the “source” or focal point. It was at 
that stage in medical history when we pointed our diag- 
nostic fingers accusingly at thousands of innocent tonsils, 
teeth, gall bladders, prostates and other focal points. 

That was one wide swing of the pendulum. We are at 
the point now when the pendulum has swung way over to 
the other end. In other words, few doctors are consciously 
aware of the possibility that focal infection may be the 
cause of a patient’s discomfort. 

Such were the conclusions we reached (the three of us) 
in discussing the role of infections of the teeth, tonsils, etc. 
In other words, it is evident to me that (in isolated cases at 
least) doctors may be surprised to find that bad teeth—for 
example—may cause systemic trouble.

T is obvious that the Demo- 
crats in Congress find it diffi- 
cult to su the President's 
budget on foreign aid when his 
own party goes back on him.

sight of its wider implications, 

g this administration 
military and economic aid have 
been tied together. Our Gov- 
ernment has come to think of 
the two as one, often treating 
military aid as the more im- 
portant, for Congress seems to 
think of it as strengthening na- 
tions in their fight against 
Communism.
